Baptist  Student  Utiion 
votes  $68,000  fcjr.  missions

The  Mississippi  Baptist  ^tudtet  Un¬ 
ion,  in  convention  in  Tupelo  last 
weekend,  voted  to  sponsor  88  of  their 
number  in  student  missions  in  1984  and 
to  raise  $88,000  to  support  the  student 
missions  program.  ' 

A  total  of  850  students  from  the  26 
Mississip(H  campuses  on  which  there 
is  Baptist  student  work,  heard  Galvin 
Miller,  Ralph  Neighbour,  and  Peter 
McLeod  who  were  featured  speakers 
during  their  annual  convention  which 
this  year  was  held  at  Harrisburg 
Church  in  Tupelo.  In  a  special  decision 
service  Saturday  evening  there  were 
six  professions  of  faith,  22  decisions  for 
missions,  and  15  for  church  vocations, 
among  the  63  total  decisions  made. 

Students  voted  the  recommenda- 
tHoa  ef  their  state  student  mtssicns 
conunittee,  composed  of  students  and 
BSU  advised.  In  addition  to  asking  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  for  16  slots  in 
nine  countries  (including  eight  posi¬ 
tions  in  Israel),  the  BSU  is  asking  the 
Home  Mission  Board  for  36  positions 
across  the  nation,  plus  6-9  positions  to 
work  on  a  specialproject  as  aperfexm- 
ing  group  during  the  1964  Olympic  in 
Lm  Angeles.  The  foreign  assignments 
include  three  semester  missions  jobs: 
two  January-June  and  one  June- 
December  of  1964.  Work  in  home  and 
foreign  assignments  range  from  gen¬ 
eral  missions  to  resort  work  to  camp 
counseling  to  Bible  teaching  to  minis-

Seminary  sets 
capital  needs 

Trustees  of  Mississippi  Baptist 
Seminary  approved  a  $350,000  Capital 
Needs  Cfunpaign  and  elected  a  new 
chairman  in  their  September  meeting 
in  Jackson. 

The  campaign  will  be  to  raise  fi¬ 
nances  for  a  5,900-square-foot  class¬ 
room  and  student  facility  on  the 
Jackson  campus  at  Lynch  ^eet. 

William  P.  Smith  III,  director  of 
missions  for  Lee  Association,  was 
elected  board  chairman  to  fill  the  seat 
of  Robert  Jones  who  died  in  August. 
Jones  was  pastor  of  St.  Elmo  Missio¬ 
nary  Baptist  Church  in  Laurel. 

The  seminary,  jointly  operated  by 
the  Mississippi  Baptist  Convention 
and  National  Baptist  groups,  has  de¬ 
veloped  a  Master  Plan  to  ^art  its 
building  needs  over  a  15-year  period. 
The  plan  includes  a  library,  chapel, 
dormitory,  and  cafeteria  to  be  added 
to  the  existing  classroom- 
administration  building. 

>The  new  capital  ne^  campaign, 
according  to  seminary  president 
Richard  Brogan,  will  seek  to  identify 
350  ‘‘giving  units”  such  as  individuals, 
churches,  associations,  or  other 
groups,  ‘‘which  will  pledge  to  give 
$1,000  over  a  three-year  period,”  said 
Brogan. 

Plans  include  hiring  a  retired  con¬ 
tractor  and  using  volunteer  labor  from 
the  black  and  white  community.  When 
a  portion  of  the  funds  are  rais^,  said 
Brogan,  groundbreaking  will  be  set.

(Convention  in  Kansas  City  ...  to¬ 
gether  with  the  fact  th^t  the  Christian 
Life  (Commission  is  providing  a  visible 
and  positive  Southern  Baptist  witness 
concerning  the  grave  moral  problems 


related  to  abortion.” 

The  discussion  of  a  conference  on 
government  intervention  in  reli^ous 
affairs  to  be  sponsored  by  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  took  place  on  the 
floor  of  the  Executive  (Committee.  It 
was  a  spirited  debate  which  lasted  for 
some  thne  and  ended  with  a  32  to  22 
vote  in  favm*  of  the  reconunendation. 
The  motion  was  ‘‘That  the  Executive 
(Committee. .  .accept  the  invitation  of 
Dean  M.  Kelly,  director  for  religious 
and  civil  liberty.  National  Council  of 
(Churches of  (Christ in theU.S.A.,  to  join 
with  other  religious  groups  in  spon¬ 
soring  a  conferttxie  on  government  in¬ 
tervention  in  religious  idfairs  in  1964.  ” 

Opponents  of  the  motion  argued  that 
they  wanted  Southern  Baptists  to  have 


no  affiliation  with  the  National  (Council 
of  Churches  in  any  way  and  that 
Southern  Baptists  have  their  own  such 
conference  sponsored  by  the  Baptist 
Joint  (Committee  of  PuUic  Affain.  It 
was  added  that  the  Baptist  Joint 
(Committee  ‘‘represents  us  well.” 

Proponents  noted  that  the  confer¬ 
ence  under  discussion  would  be  spon¬ 
sored  by  several  denominational 
groups  and  to  join  in  the  effort  would 
not  indicate  an  affiliation  with  the  Na¬ 
tional  (Council  of  Churches.  They  noted 
the  increasing  governmental  en¬ 
croachment  into  religious  affairs  and 
indicated  that  there  ^ould  be  a  grea¬

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Cameroun:  volunteers  needed

RKCHMOND,  Va.  (BP)— Southern  Baptist  missionaries 
have  told  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  nearly  three-fourdis 
of  their  most  urgent  needs  are  for  preachers  and  church 
developers. 

The  missionaries,  from  101  countries,  sent  their  message 
in  the  form  of  464  requests  for  preachers,  church  starters, 
and  other  specialists  in  evangelism. 

Area  directors  who  oversee  missions  work  outlinedithese 
needs  and  others  Sept.  15-18  in  an  annual  meeting  with 
board’s  personnel  adeetton  representatives,  who  ident  y 
and  process  new  missionaries.-  ^ 

This  year’s  review  focused  more  dosely  than  in 
past  on  needs  directly  involved  in  evangelism  and  startifig 
churches.  Missions,  the  organizations  d  Southern  Baptist 
missionaries  in  each  country,  were  instructed  to  par^  per- 
sonnd  requests  to  include  oidy  most  urgent  needs.  I 
iji«t  year  817  requests  came  in  from  the  field,  andjonly 
about  18  percont  of  them  have  been  filled.  This  year  the 
board  hopes  to  direct  attention  to  the  fields’  most  critical 
needs,  explained  (Charles  Bryan,  senior  vice  presidei^t  for 
overseas  operations.  So  missions  zapped  in  on  only  617 
needs  for  the  coming  year.  ^ 

Area  directors  stressed  the  number  of  appointments  U 
actually  a  secondary  factor  in  reaching  the  world  f* ' 
Christ  The  most  impMlant  thing,  they  noted,  is  that  y 
missionary  fits  into  the  strategy  of  the  mission  to  which  IpT 


Personnel  officials  agreed.  “What  we’re  saying  is  that 
we  need  more  people  whom  God  is  calling  and  who  are 
qualified  fqr  th^  specific  positions  of  (Christian  leader¬ 
ship,”  said  Louis  Cobbs,  director  of  personnel  selection. 
“These  high-priority  requests  are  at  the  cutting  edge  of 
where  God  is  leading  and  where  people  are  responding.” 

Area  directors  used  the  missions’  priority  lists  to  draw 
up  their  o\fn  priorities  according  to  the  plans  they  have  for 
world  areas.  In  some  areas  evangelists  were  not  the 
numba*  one  priority,  but  in  all  areas  evangelists  were, 
numerically,  the  most  requested  type  of  missionary. 

In  Middle  America  and  the  (Caribbean,  for  instance,  the 
top  priority  need  is  for  a  bookstore  manager  to  develop  a 
religious  literature  service  throughout  the  Dominican  Re¬ 
public.  But  of  the  other  14  priority  requests,  nine  are  for 
evangelists. 

One  of  the  more  unusual  requests  came  from  Guyana, 
where  national  pastors  need  help  in  laming  how  to  cope 
with  their  own  family  problems.  The  Guyana  mission  is 
seeking  a  family  life  counselor  to  work  with  pastors  in  a 
land  where  family  Itfe  has  deteriorated. 

’The  first  priority  in  Europe  and  the  Ididdle  East  is  for  a 
bookstore  manager  in  Morocco.  The  bookstore  has  been 
stocked  with  Bibles  and  offers  a  prime  opportunity  to  wit¬ 
ness  to  Arabs,  said  Isam  Ballenger,  area  director.  Other 
priorities  in  the  area  include  10  general  evangelists,  one  to

“Southern  Baptists  have  no  mis¬ 
sionaries  in  the  Cameroun,  but  I  hope 
that  soon  they  wiU  send  some,”  said 
Valentin  Mbong,  who  was  bom  in  the 
Cameroun,  in  west  equatorial  Africa, 
but  who  for  most  of  t^  past  year  has 
been  a  member  of  First  Baptist 
(Church,  Jackson. 

Mbong  and  his  family  recently 
moved  to  New  Orleans,  where  he  has 
enrdled  at  the  Baptist  seminary.  First 
Baptist  Church,  Jackson,  is  assisting 
him  with  his  school  expenses.  His 
dream  is  to  return  to  the  Cameroun  to 
set  up  a  training  center,  perhaps  in 
Douala  or  Yaounge,  to  train  pastors 
and  laymen  in  (Christian  discipleship. 
“I  want  to  teach  people  how  to  share 
their  faith,  and  to  set  up  evangelism 
teams  to  go  out  and  start  new 
churches. 

“Many  of  the  people  there,  even 
after  they  become  Christians— even 
some  of  the  pastors— retain  their 
superstitions.  I  feel  there  is  a  great 
ne^  for  discipling,'”  he  said.  “1  want 
to  help  equip  them  with  basic  theologi¬ 
cal  understanding  and  knowledge  of 
how  to  apply  the  scripture  to  practical 
ministry.”

And  he  added,  “From  the  bottom  of 
my  heart  I  wish  that  Southern

FORT  WORTH,  Tetfas  '(BP)— 
Policies  outlining  basic  agreements 
between  the  American  Christian  Tele- 
visioo  System  (ACTS)  and  |he  TV  sta¬ 
tions  and  cable  channels  which  will 
carry  ACTS  programming^have  been 
adopted  by  trustees  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Radio  and  Ttoevision  Com¬ 
mission. 

The  policies,  approved  by  the  board 
during  its  September  meeting,  restate 
Uie  guidelii^  for  the  fonnation  of 
local  ACTS  boards,  set  the  amount  of 
programming  that  will  come  from 
both  local  and  network  sources,  and 
prescribe  the  use  of  announcements  on 
the  air. 

The  policy  action  was  ontd  of  several 
steps  taken  at  the  meetiiM  ^ 

ACTS  for  its  scheduled  startup  next 
May.  The  RTVC  has  been  working 
since  1980  developing  the  network, 
which  will  offer  Amoicank Viewers  16 
hours  ot  alternative  televisicm  prog¬ 
ramming  each  day. 

The  adopted  policies  wOl  sore  as 
the  r^el  for  the  network’s  relation¬ 
ship  to  its  outlets  (or  afflliates),  such 
as  cable  TV  systems,  low-power  TV 
stations,  and  educational  TV  stations. 
Since  the  affiliate  will  dot  be  owiied 
and  operated  by  ACTS,  the  policy 
statement  is  nec^sary  tp.ensure  qual¬ 
ity  progranufDng.

Asia  have  hampered  Southern  Baptist  attempts  to 
stiengthen  some  key  missions,  istft  year  only  about  10 
percent  of  new  missionaries  went  to  the  area,  though  about 
50  percent  of  all  the  people  to  whom  B^itist  missionaries 
minister  live  m  that  area,  Wakefidd  said.

'  It  is  sad  to  say,  but  there  are  some  poor  souls  so  shallow  that  they  have  no 
depths;  and  they  go  through  life,  apparendy,  without  discovering  how  superfi¬ 
cial  they  really  are.  Their  existence  is  all  on  the  surface,  seen  one  moment,  gone
